Of Hospital Built 


Barnes Bust Stolen From Porch 


With His Money 


A bewhiskered bronze bust of 
Robert A. Barnes, self-made St. 
Louis millionaire who left the 
money to build Barnes Hospital, 
was chipped away from its mar- 
ble pedestal on the hospital 
porch last night by an art col- 
lector or art collectors unkown. 
Weight of the bust was esti- 
mated at 100 pounds. 

Dr. Frank.R. Bradley, direc- 
tor of the Barnes Hospital group, 
leans toward the collector, or 
prankster, theory because he 
cannot see what good the bust 
would do a professional thief., 

Barnes, who was considered 
mildly eccentric in his time, was 
a member of no church, mar- 
ried a Catholic and left the hos- 
pital trust to be administered 
by the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. 

Strong-willed and outspoken 
in condemning frivolity, Barnes 
was known for his view that the 
Lord helps those who help 
themselves. “In all probability,” 
a hospital spokesman said, “Mr. 
Barnes wouldn't have felt that 
this maxim should be extended 
to cover pranksters.”

pital. By 1912 the fund had 
risen in value to $2,000,000, and 
two years later the hospital was 
finished. 

Victor S. Holm, Danish-born 
St. Louis sculptor who taught at 
Washington University School of 
Fine Arts, was commissioned to 
execute the bust from photo- 
graphs. Holm died in 1935. His 
work was dedicated Dec. 7 
1914, and remained in the hos- 
pital lobby until June 17, 1952. 

Because of increasing conges- 
tion, hospital trustees then de- 
cided the bust should be moved 
to the porch. 


Holm is known for his Mis- 
souri state monument at the 
Vicksburg (Miss.) battlefield, for 
sculpture at the Civil Courts 
building here, a bear in front of 
Kiel Auditorium and portrait 
busts of leading St. Louis citi- 
zens.

French chiefs of government will 
confer on the new Russian pro- 
posal at their meeting at’ Ber- 
muda scheduled to begin next 
Friday, the department §saii. 
This was taken to indicate the 
Big Three Allies would not 
answer the Soviet note before 
the Bermuda conference. 

In their note, the Russians 
reaffirmed ther previous insist- 
ence that the Western Allies 
agree to a Foreign Ministers 
Conference “in the near fu- 
ture” with the Chinese Commu- 
nists to be included. 

Russia's expression of agree- 
ment to a four-power meeting 
followed a restatement of Mos- 
cow’s professions of peaceful 
intentions, its opposition to the 
European army and other baaic 
policy positions which it had 
previously taken. This included 
its insistence that Red Ghinese 
participation in great power 
councils is necessary if world 
tensions are to be eased. 

To Bring Matter Up. 

Moscow does not demand, as it 
did previously, that the Western 
powers agree before the pro- 
posed Big Four meeting can 
take place that they will confer 
with the Chinese Reds. How- 
ever, the Kremlin in its latest 
note does warn the United 
States, Britain and France that 
the Soviet delegation at the pro- 
posed four-power conference 
will bring up at the conference 
the subject of a further meeting 
with the Chinese. 

By insisting on discussing this 

before other subjects are consid- 
ered, the Russians could ac- 
complish their original purpose 
of making a meeting with the 
Ch ~a prerequisite condition 
for the holding of Big Four 
talks, officials pointed out here 
today. 
The Soviets also repeat in 
their note their previous charge 
that the proposed European De- 
fense Community _ six-nation 
army constitytes “a threat of a 
new world war which the peace- 
loying peoples of the whole 
world cannot fail to take into 
account.” 

State Department Text. 

Following is the text of the 
State Department’s statement on 
the Soviet note: 
“The Soviet note is a reply to 
the identical notes which the 
three Allies sent to the Soviet 
Government on Nov. 16 in reply 
to the earlier Soviet note of 
Nov. 3 which had rejected Al- 
lied proposals for a meeting of 
Foreign Ministers of the four 
powers at Lugano, to consider 
the German and Austrian ques- 
tion.

Before House Group 
Today in Labor Rack. 


et Investigation. 


DETROIT, Nov. 27 (AP) —| 


James R. Hoffa, two-fisted little 
strong man of the AFL Team- 
sters Union, goes today before 
congressional. investigators who 
have been waiting eagerly for 
a chance to question him. 

Hoffa was billed as the star 


witness before a House Labor 
and Education subcommittee. 
The group headed by Represen- 
tative Wint Smith (Rep.), Kan- 
sas, is investigating “labor 
rackets.” In its hearings here 
it has been paying particular 
attention to complex financial 
setups involving the teamsters, 
insurance companies and insur- 
ance brokers. 


Hoffa, 39 years old, is presi-. 


dent of Detroit Teamsters local 
299 and of the Michigan Confer- 
ence of Teamsters. He. also is 
a viee president of the Interna- 
tional Teamsters Union and 
sometimes {fs 1egarded as sec- 
ond man only to Internatiora! 
President Dave Beck. 
Hoffa hae been investigated 
before by congressiona] commit- 
tees and by pclice as well, but 
his record shows ¢crly two minor 
convictions and no jail sen- 
tences. + 
6 of His Aids Indicted. 
Only recently six of his top 
men in this area were indicted 
on charges of extortion, accused 
of shaking down employers and 
selling out their members. Hoffa 


himself was tamed trustee over } 


their locals by Beck. 

One of the complaints voiced 
against Hoffa to committee mem- 
bers this week was that after 
publicly removing the accused 
officials from office he restored 
them to full power and shielded 
them ffom rank-and-file  at- 
tempts to hold new elections. 

Five of the six now are await- 
ing trial. 

Hoffa, who has never denied 
using his fists in his climb to 
power, has been pacing the cor- 
ridor outside thé hearing room 
all week, waving his subpena. 

Privately he has told report- 
ers his side as charges were 
made against him inside the 
hearing room. 

Insurance Deal Charged. 


Some of these charges have 
been that: | 

1. Employers have been | 
“pressured” by Hoffa into 
doing their welfare fund busi- 
ness with Union Casualty and 
Life Insurance Co. of Mount 
Vi N.Y.—in which the 
Teamsters Union is a major 
stockholder—despite lower 
rates by other companies. 

2. The Union Insurance 
Agency of Illinois, operated by 
the wife and son of Hoffa’s — 
long-time friend, Paul Dorf- | 
man, has made more than a | 
million dollars off teamsters | 
business as Chicago represen- | 
tative for Union Casualty. 

3. Hoffa and other team- 
sters officials have benefited 
financially for helping to 
channel. business to the Chi- | 
cago agency run by the Dorf- | 
mans. 

4. Trucking operators have | 
been forced out of business | 
by union-demanded “kick- | 
backs” under threat of strikes 
or union-financed competition. 

Studebaker Denies Coercion. 

As the hearing resumed after 
a Thanksgiving recess, Stude-. 
baker Corp. denied a charge by | 
Representative Hoffman (Rep.), | 
Michigan, a subcommittee mem- 
ber, that its employes were 
forced to buy Studebaker cars. 

Hoffman chargedwt a Wednes- 
day night session that the com- 
pany and the CIO United Auto 
Workers collaborated to en- 
force such an edict under threat | 
of discharge. 

“There is absolutely nothing 
to that story,” said Walter S. 
Gundeck, Studebaker director of 
industrial relations. Gundeck 
said a company official had been 
subpenaed to appear before the 
committee. 

The UAW-CIO previously had | 
denied Hoffman's charge.

Talbott said he was ashamed 
that the shortage of the metal 

hasn't come to’ my attention 
sooner.” 

Without quantity production 
of the metal, Talbott added, the 
United States Air Force would 
be in a very inferior position. 

He testified before a Senate 
subcommttee headed by Senator 
Malone (Rep.), Nevada, which is 
investigating supplies of stra- 
tegic minerals needed in war. 

The subcommittee received 
testimony earlier from Air Force 
Brig. Gen. Kern D. Metzger that 
supplies of titanium should be 
greatly increased. , 

Talbott suggested offering im- 
mediate assistance to possible ti- 
tanium producers as a means of 
oe supplies “without de- 
ay ” 


Other testimony taken by the 
subcommittee indicated that no 
quick or easy process for ex- 
tracting titanium from ilmenite 
and other orés has been finally 
developed. 

Talbott said the United States | 
“should have our own produc-| 
tion (of titanium ores) and pro- 
tect ourselves in this country. 
I see no reason for going abroad 
for these ores.” 

Other witnesses have brought 
out that much of the titanium 
ores processed in this country 
oT from Australia and 
ndia 


Malone noted there had been 
testimony that use of titanium | 
for stainless steel would cut the | 
weight of eight-engine intercon- 
tinental bombers as much as 
4000 pounds.

Metzger told the group this | 
week “there is no assurance that | 
we can build the aircraft that. 
are necessary to us” even if cur- 
rent titanium production goals | 
are met. 

Metzger said maximum antici- | 
pated supplies of titanium would 
produce 2000 fighter aircraft a 
year within the next. five years, 
no bombers and no supporting 
planes. This, he said, would not 
be enough “to win any war.” 

Malone said the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization and the Gen- 
eral Services Administration cut 
back an original Defense De- 
partment estimate of need for 
the metal from 35,000 to 22,000 | 
tons a year. He said the two) 
agencies did not give ample help 
to possible new producers. Pres- 
ent output is 2000 tons a year, | 
he said. 

Metzger said shortages of the 
metal pose a “drastic bottle-| 
neck.” The basic problem, he | 
said, is to extend enough Gov-. 
ernment assistance to new pro- 
ducers to encourage them to 
build new plant capacity.

London Welcomes Russian Note 
As Acceptance of Bid to Talks 


France Foresees Difficulty in Continued 
Red Opposition to Rearming Reich— 
Other Reactions Vary. 


LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP)—The 
British Foreign Office tonight

“A comment en the Soviet 
note will only be possible when 
the full text is available. The 
time of sending the note is, how- 
ever, interesting in view of 
the political situation and also 
when one eonsiders that in the 
first half of this month the invi- 
tation of the Western powers for 
a four-power conference was 
rejected.” 

Called Good Sign. 

Belgium’s Foreign Minister 
Pal Van Zeeland called the 
Russian move “big news.’ 

“My first reation,” he said, 
“ig thateit is a good sign.” 

Papers in continental Europe 
splashed the news across their 
front-pages but the story broke 
too late for comment. 

In Berlin, Allied officials said 
the Soviet Union’s choice of that 
divided city as in itself a po- 
tential issue for disagreement. 
An American authority said the 
question of whether to meet in 
East or West Berlin could be- 


ject involving the matter of 
prestige. 

A possible meeting site was 
seen in the four-power Allied 
control authority building in the 
American sector.

Canada’s latest move in sending a note to the State Depart- | 
ment in Washington, permitting the questioning of Igor Gouzenko 
former Russian cipher clerk, under certain stipulated conditions, 


is interpreted as an attempt to shove United States domestic 
politics south of the Canadian border where they belong. 


In the Canadian view, Pres!i- 
dent Eisenhower, and Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles at- 
tempted to evade their respan- 
sibilities when the State Depart- 
ment, acting as a postman, for- 
warded to Canada the request 
by Senator William E. Jenner 
(Rep.), Indiana, head of the Sen- 
ate Internal Security subcom- 
mittee, that he be allowed to in- 
terview Gouzenko. 

All of the relevant testimony 
by Gouzenko has been given to 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 


gation, Canada’s Secretary of 
State for External Affairs, Les- 
ter B. Pearson, has said time 
and time again. If the Ejisen- 
hower Administration wishes to 
make this material available to 
Senator Jenner, President Ei- 
senhower has only to give the 
word to the FBI, in the Cana- 
dian view. 


The Canadians believe such 
an act would do, incalculable 
damage not only to the reputa- 
tions of possibly innocent per- 
sons, but to the whole future of 
international co-operation in 
fighting Communist subversion. 

Canadian Conditions. 

The new Canadian note offers 
to let Gouzenko be questioned 
again—but without television 
cameras, and with the further 
stipulation that Canada shall re- 
tain control of its own security 
information and shall decide 
what parts of Gouzenko’s testi- 
mony shall and what parts shall 
not be made public property.

Which is where Preside: 
senhower comes in. It is diffi- 
cult for Canadians to see how 
Eisenhower can avoid responsi- 
bility for naming the “any per- 
son” referred to in the note. 

The most logical person would 
be the FBI agent now stationed 
in Ottawa—if the United States 
Government were indeed in- 
terested only in obtaining more 
information from Gouzenko. 
Logic, however, has its definite 
limits in the affair. 

In the. first place, the FBI 
agent here has complete access 
to whateyer Gouzenko has to 
say, anyway, and the FBI in 
Washington has a record of ev-

any importance in the past. 

Furthermore, Gouzenko him- 
self says he has no new infor- 
mation. 

Anti-American Feeling. 

What may or may not have 
been anticipated in Washington 
is the unprecedentef reaction of 
Canadians to the whole incident 
-~—a reaction of wholesale anti- 
American feeling such as no 
Canadian can remember having 
experienced before. 

“L’Affaire Gouzenka” seems to 
have begun with an article which 


1946. At about the same time 
Gouzenko was telling all in Ot- 
tawa, former Communist courier 
Elizabeth Bentley was telling all 
in Washington. 

In Ottawa, questioning of Gou- 
zenko was done by the Mounted 
Police, with a British civilian 
security officiah—a completely 
unknown civil servant—standing 
by as a pretty interested spec- 
tator. Bits of Gouzenko’s re- 
membrance of things past were 
being sent to the FBI in Wash- 
ington from time to time, but

Harry Dexter White, then an 
official of the United States 
Treasury in Washington. The 
FBI agent said there was some 
evidence, from the Bentley tes- 
timony, that White might be in- 
volved with the Communist con- 
spiracy. 

As it turned out, Gouzenko 
never heard of White. Mean- 
while the FBI agent went back 
to Washington and the British 
security official went about his 
business. 

Then one day in an Ottawa 
club, the British security official 
heard a couple of Canadian 
economists discussing the possi- 
bility of Harry Dexter White's

Before the McCarthy perform- 
ance, Attorney General Brown- 
ell’s charge against ex-President 
Truman was widely hailed in 
anti-McCarthy circles of the 
rEisenhower Administration as a 


that “it cut the ground right out 
from under Joe.” This theory 
now looks a trifle exited to 
say the least. 

Brownell Falls in Trap. 

The fact is that Brownell, in 
one fatal sentence, opened up 
the Administration to precisely 
the sort of brilliant, oblique at- 
tack which McCarthy has now 
made upon it. Brownell had an 
excellent case against the Tru- 
man Administration. Made in 
the right place at the right time, 
it could have been a near-dev- 
astating case, But when Brown- 
ell said that Truman knowingly 
pappointed a “Russian spy,” he 
fell into a trap. For he thus ac- 
cepted the basic McCarthy 
premise: that accusation equals 
proof of guilt. 

At the beginning of his speech, 
McCarthy twice paraphrased this 
Brownell charge, accurately and 
with obvious relish. For when 
the McCarthy premise is accept- 
ed, the McCarthy brand of logic 
becomes almost unassailable. 

In 1945 and early 1946, Harry 
Dexter White was a “Russian 
spy” chiefly on the word of the 
then wholly unknown female ex- 
Communist, Elizabeth ‘ Bentley. 
If such charges are to be taken 
as proof of guilt, then, logically,

Jenner Acts Quickly. 

But Canadians also can read 
the Tribune, and before the 
Dulles note was received the 
Mounted Police already had 
asked Gouzenko what he had in 
mind.

The Division Widens. 


The comment on Joseph R. McCarthy's free 
radio-and-TV-time .announcement of his ready 
willingness to be the central figure of thé Re- 
publican party ‘is intensely interesting. Much 
can be told from both what is being said and 
what is not being said. 

In the first place, there has been very little 
comment from fellow Republican Senators. Sen- 
ator Butler of Maryland, who was elected to 
the Senate in the notorious McCarthy-Jon Jonkel 
faked picture campaign of 1950, has words of 
praise for the speech of his benefactor. But on 
the whole there are vast areas of G.O.P. silence.

The New York Herald Tribune, which came out 
for Dwight D. Eisenhower for President in 1951, 
jong before the Chicago Tribune reluctantly ac- 
cepted his nomination, sees the McCarthy speech 
far differently.

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India’s Power Over the Indus 

” The potentially explosive dispute between In- 
dia and Pakistan over the waters of the Indus 
basin is now in the hands of technicians, and 
this is all to the good. Development of the Indus 
and its five great tributaries is an engineering 
problem, and partisan vituperation can only 
complicate an extremely touchy situation. 

Irrigation engineers from India ‘and Pakistan 
are meeting now in Washington with engineers 
of the World Bank in an effort to devise a TVA- 
type development first suggested in 1951 by 
David E. Lilienthal. A successful blueprint in 
this area of tension between the two nations 
might lead to a better understanding on other 
issyes that divide them. ‘ 

West Pakistan is the downstream user of Indus 
water, but India controls the tributaries up- 
stream, When India diverts the flow for its own 
use, Pakistan’s irrigation canals run dry. The 
main problem is how to store up water and then 
distribute it equitably to both sides. The existing 
system of upstream dams captures only about 20 
per cent of the available water. . 

But even if the technicians create a plan ac- 
ceptable to both parties, several years must 
elapse before the new dams, canals and other 
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works are translated from paper to reality. How 
will the existing supply be divided pending the 
new construction? The engineers may come up 
with a plan for that, too. But in the long run the 
burden of easing tension in the Punjab is likely 
to fall on India. Its upstream position gives it 
the power to make or break any development 
scheme right from the start. 
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Continental, Defense 

The decision of House Democrats to fight for 
a two billion dollar continental air defense ap- 
propriation next year promises a renewal of the 
dispute over airpower which arose at the last 
session of Congress with the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration's five-billion dollar Air Force cut. 

That the air defense of this continent can be 
and should be improved goes without saying. Any 
dispute is over the pace and extent of the build- 
up. Secretary of Defense Wilson supports ex- 
penditures in the next budget of about half a 
billion dollars, and the Pentagon talks of a two 
billion dollar investment spread over four years. 
It now seems to be generally agreed that an 
early warning system across Canada, backed up 
with a fighter-interceptor net far in advance of 
target areas and other defense arrangements 
closer in, can be built for much less than the 
25 or 30 billion dollar figure which has some- 
times been mentioned. 

‘In determining how fast and how massively 
to build this defense system, the question of 
general priorities should be kept in mind. If 
large expenditures for continental defense were 
made at the expense of other aspects of air- 
power, the result could be less rather than more 
security in the broader sense. 

Former Air Secretary Thomas K. Finletter 
makes a strong case for giving top priority to 
the strategic air arm. 

His cogent argument is that the first place to 


stop an air attack on the United States is at the | 


source. In other words, the most successful 
defense is one which deters an outbreak of war. 
Mr. Finletter holds that the strategic air force, 
threatening instant and terrible retaliation 
against any enemy who launches an attack 
against the United States, is the strongest deter- 
rent yet developed. 

Strategic airpower and continental defense 
are not motually exclusive; a choice between 
one or the other need not be made. But while 
continental defense is being strengthened we 
should make sure that strategic airpower is not 
thereby weakened. A strong defense to cope 
with an attack once launched is important, but 
it is even more important to prevent the attack 
from being touched off, if possible. 
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Foreign Students in Farm Homes 

Some 40 foreign students from the University 
of Illinois =" the Thanksgiving holiday with 
Madison county farm families under auspices of 
the University Y.M.C.A, In pairs these young 
people from around the globe sat down to turkey 
dinners at farmsteads in the countryside around 
Highland, where the overall host was Vernon 
Ittner, editor of the weekly Highland Journal. 
We feel sure it must have been a stimulating and 
rewarding experience for all concerned. Per- 
haps a way can be found to make it an annual 
event for future foreign students. 

Agriculture is the prime concern of most of 
the nations of the world, but rarely do the farm- 
ers of the world meet face to face. This may ac- 
count in part for the traditionally standoffish 
attitude attributed to farm folk in the Middle 
West. It also might account for some of the 
suspicion with which foreigners exposed to the 
synthetic America of Holly#ood look at us. Peo- 
ple who know each other are not nearly so sus- 
picious as those who do not. 

So it is a real gain for international friend- 
— better understanding when the foreign 
student, especially one with ties close to the soil, 
is exposed to life on the American farm. Farm 
life has neither the glitter of Hollywood nor the 
commercial aspects of the big cities. It is solid 
and real, and it is a side of America that ought 
to be better known. When these students from 
the University of Illinois return to their homes 
overseas we suspect they will take fond memo- 
ries of Thanksgiving, 1953, in Prairie State farm 
homes, 
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Secretary Wilson’s U-Boats 

The Washington Star seems to have caught 
Secretary of Defense. Wilson with his mouth 
open. For the Star reports that Government rec- 
ords dispute the Secretary’s recent statement 
that “we were dumb enough to turn over the 
whole German submarine fleet to the Russians” 
after World War II. Moreover, the Star adds, 
“no one else ip the Pentagon has the foggiest 
idea of what the boss meant.” 

Secretary Wilson, however, seemed to have 
little doubt as to what he meant. He meant that | 
the previous Administration was dumb and that 
it handed over all the Nazi U-boats to Russia. 
This was a startling statement which naturally 
made headlines. 

Now, after a little fact-hunting, the Star says 
Government records show that this is what hap- 
pened to the German submarines: 225 were scut- 
tled by the Nazis, 213 were destroyed by the 
Western Allies, and 30 were divided equally 
among the United States, Britain and Russia. In 
addition, the Russians may have seized some 15 
U-boats not allotted to them. 

Confronted by these facts, the Pentagon said 
Mr. Wilson was not backing down—what he had 
meant to say was that the West gave Russia 
technical data which allowed her to build her 
own submarine fleet. That, however, is certainly 
not what Mr. Wilson said, and what he did say 
was 20,000 leagues under the sea from what the 
records showed. 
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If Character Is a Consideration 

The Post-Dispatch’s sports editor emeritus, 
John E. Wray, has checked the reported faking 
of injuries by Notre Dame players in their tie 
game with lowa right back to the responsible 
source—the coach and the university which the 
coach serves. Writing in his column, Mr. Wray 
put the “unethical” stamp on simulated injuries 
to gain time by stopping the clock on the foot- 
ball field. Then he said: 

It would seem that if football is to de- 
serve its claim to being a “character build- 
er,” it might be better if the coaches as a 
whole took over and barred all unethical 


practices by players on pain of dismissal 
from the squad. 

Or, the faculty could assume responsibility 
for the conduct both of the coach and of his 
charges. 

The spirit of good sportsmanship has been 
violated, rather than any rules. Above all, 
good ethics would seem to be the univer- 
sity’s business. seein 
How can any advocate of intercollegiate ath- 

letics argue against that? In our book, what Mr. 
Wray says goes for schools under denominational 
church influence and any and all universities 
which claim a high educational purpose.

Those sitaple Radulovich 
words could be related directly 
to many of the disturbing aspects 
of the current compulsive search 
for total security in an insecure 
world. But the members of his 
staff who, as the President point- 
ed out, had so thoroughly briefed

Secretary Talbott Acts. 


That was the case of Lt. Milo 
J. Radulovich of the Air Force 
Reserve, who had been found 
on the base of a record full of 
anonymous accusation to be a 
security risk. 

The President had personally 
concerned himself with the 
Radulovich case. The final re- 
sponsibility rested on Secretary 
of the Air Force Harold Talbott. 
But Mr. Eisenhower wanted to 
make sure that the young re- 
serve officer got fair play. 

Secretary Talbott has now 
found that Radulovich is not a 
security risk. He overruled the 
findings of an Air Force board 
that held the young officer a 
security risk because of contin- 
uing association with his father 
and sister, who were in turn al- 
leged to have had Communist 
associations. Radulovich denied 
under oath that he had: been in- 
fluenced ideologically either by 
the sister or the father. ~ 


Dilemma of the Day. 


The charge seemed to many 
equivalent to the “blood guilt” 
of a primitive time. The case at- 
tracted wide attention after Rad- 
ulovich hired lawyers to fight 
publicly to retain his status. Tal- 
bott has shown common sense 
and — in the context of our 
troubled time—courage in find- 
ing for the accused officer. 

Investigation of the father’s 
background did not warrant the 
accusations made anonymously 
against him. They seem to have 
grown out of a bitter partisan 
quarrel within the elder Radulo- 
vich’s trade union in Detroit. 

In many ways the Radulovich 
case illustrates the dilemma of 
the day. Within the Air Force 
it has been said that if the 26- 
year-old lieutenant had not hired 
counsel and carried the case to 
the public in a somewhat spec- 
tacular fashion, the Air Force 


board might not have felt under 
necessity to defend the case 
originally made. 

But if such a fight had not 
been made, it is conceivable that 
the whole matter might have 
been considered behind closed 
doors as routine, with the issue 
concluded on the side of cau- 
tion. 

That would have been under- 
standable in view of the grow- 
ing timidity in the Executive 
branch of Government before

In sometimes angry letters 
this observer is accused of “de 
fending” this or that accused 
person. There is a dangerous 
confusion here. In instance after 
instance I have not “defended” 
the individual in question. I 
have insisted again and again 
on the right of the accused to a 
defense under the historic proc- 
ess of law built up so painstak- 
ingly over the centuries. 


From the Catholic Bishops. 


True, the Communists _re- 
peatedly abuse the privilege as 
they did in their outrageous 
conduct in the trial of the 11 
top party. leaders. True, they 
are part of a secret conspiracy. 
But if we resort to their tech- 
nique of guilt by denunciation, 
then we have lost one of the 
great foundation stones on which 
our strength to resist Com- 
munism is based. 

This concern was inherent in 
the recent statement of the 
Roman Catholic bishops who re- 
affirmed “the essential dignity 
of man... the rights which 
flow from it.”

NEW RACE. EQUALITY 
STEPS TEN BY US 


Action Advances Pledge 
Madé by Eisenhower, 
Aid Assérts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower's pledge 
to do all in his power to end ra- 
cial discrimination in the Gov- 
ernment and District of Colum- 
bia has been advanced another 
step. 

Latest developments occurred 
Wednesday when: 

1. District of Columbia com- 
missioners ordered a policy of 
racial non-discrimination in 
employment and use of city 
government facilities to go 
into effect immediately in 
most of the 23 departments 
over which they exercise con- 
trol. A notable exception was 
the fire - fighting companies 
which are now segregated on 
the basis of 39 white and 5 
Negro companies. 

2. The Air Force said it 
would investigate a complaint 
that Negro officers were being 
reprimanded by their superi- 
ors for refusing to follow seg- 
regation practices on southern 
busses and trains. Such rep- 
rimands, if they are being is- 
sued, will be ordered stopped, 
the Air Force said, 

3. John A. Hannah, Assist- 
ant Secretary of Defense, an- 
nounced what he called a 
“firm decision” to end racial 
segregation by September 1955 
in state-operated schools on 
military posts. It had previ- 
ously been announced that 
segregation was ended at such 
schools run by the Federal 
Government. 

Maxwell Rabb, White House 
special assistant in charge of 
minority group questions, de- 
scribed the district Government 
announcement as a “very tre- 
mendous step forward and a 
long way toward redemption of 
the President’s pledge.” 

He said the only remaining 
“major source of concern” in 
cleaning up anti - discrimination 
practices in federal jurisdictions 
is in veterans’ hospitals and 
facilities. He added progress is 
being made there. 

‘ Hannah’s announcement 
brought a critical comment from 
Clarence Mitchell, head of the 
Washington bureau of the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. 

He questioned Hannah's state- 
ment that a segregated school 
dedicated Tuesday at Fort Hood, 
Tex., was provided for in funds 
appropriated in 1951, prior to 
the announcement of the non- 
segregation policy. Mitchell said 
the Fort Hood school was “in 
the discussion stage but not 
planned” when the policy was 
first proposed.

A federal official said the FBI 
expects to make more arrests. 

The father was charged with 
the theft of property belonging 
to a Federal Reserve Bank. His 
wife and son were charged with 
receiving stolen property. 

FBI agents arrested the moth- 
er and father Wednesday night 
in their house in Wollaston, 
Mass., a community on Boston's 
south shore. The son was arrest- 
ed on the M.1.T. campus in 
Cambridge, Mass. 

' Student Suspended. 

When arrested, the younger 
O’Brien was preparing to leave 
the campus to spend Thanksgiv- 
ing day at the $21,000 one-family 
home, in a middle-class neigh- 
borhood. School officials an- 
nounced O’Brien’s indefinite sus- 
pension “pending the outcome of 
this case.”

His Secret of 
Happy Eating | 


Opposes Breaking Up Big Estates 
To Create Impoverished Farms 


FAO Directed Live itennriation Is Easy, 
Redistribution More Difficult, 
Warn of Food Loss. 


ROME, Nov. 27 (AP) — The 
world’s land reformers were told 
today there is no point in de- 
stroying an efficient estate to 
create an agricultural sium. 
Norris E. Dodd, general direc- 
tor of the Food and Agriculture 
Organization of the United Na- 
tions, warned that “expropria- 
tion is easy .. . redistribution is 
more difficult.” 

FAO delegates here from 69 
nations were told that “the real 
difficulty exists in establishing 


|} the new farmers so that they 
will have a sufficiently strong’ 


position, economically, techni- 
cally and intellectually, to make 
a success of their farming.” 
Dood’s doctrine opposed farm 
breakdowns in Sovietized East- 
ern Europe and criticized perso 
Jand measures in the free west.’ 
His ideas, based on long service 
as United States Under Secre- 
tary of Agriculture and five 
years as head of FAO, were 
these: 
1. It isn’t enough just to break 


down big estates into little 
farms. Equally important is 
putting together uneconomic 


tiny land fragments into farms 
large enough to support them- 
selves. 

2. In any major and distribu- 
tion system a first result may be 
reduction in over-all food pro- 
duction. He took as an example 
Italy's program to distribute 
feudal estates among the poor. 
“It is a chastening thought,” 
Dodd said, “that the reforms of 
Tiberius Graccus in the Italy of 
133 B.C. do not greatly differ 
from the measures undertaken 
* by the present Italian govern- 
ment.’

Dodd, who is a Democrat in 
American lities, has been 
nominated for another term as 
d r of the FAO.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
Al Rosen, Cleveland’s slugging 
third baseman, was named most 
valuable player of the American 
League today by an unprece- 
dented unanimous vote. 

All 24 members of the com- 
mittee of the Baseball Writers 
Association, three from each 
American League city, named 
Rosen first on their ballots. Thus 
the 28-year-old infielder won 


a maximum 336 points. 

The highest previous total was 
run up by Lou Boudreau with 
324 points in 1948, the year he 
led Cleveland to the pennant 
and world championship. Best 
score in National League his- 
tory was Stan Musial’s 319 in 
1946. 

To touch off this demonstra- 
tion of solid support, Rosen led 
the league in home runs with 
43, runs batted in with 145 and 
just missed nipping Washing- 
ton’s Mickey Vernon for the 
batting championship. Vernon 
finished with an unofficial .337 
to Rosen’s .336. 

This was Rosen’s fourth full 
season in the majors although 
he also appeared briefly in 1947, 
1948 and 1949. It was by far 
his most impressive perform- 
ance. When Rosen first came 
to the majors his fielding left 
much to be desired but he 
worked hard to improve himself 
to move out of the “chest field- 
er” category. 

Selection No Surprise. 

Rosen’s most valuable player 
victory was no surprise as he 
had been the outstanding candi- 
fdate, just as Roy Campanella 
had been expected to win the 
National. Campanella, of course, 
had much stiffer competition 
from Eddie Mathews. 

Bobby Shantz, the Philadel- 
phia Athletics’ little lefthander 
who won the American Leagute 
M.V.P. award in 1952, didn’t get 
a vote because he was sidelined 
most of the year due to arm 
trouble. f 

Former St. Louisan Yogi 
Berra, New York Yankee catch- 
er and 1951 winner, finished 
second to Rosen with 167 points, 
and Vernon was third with 165. 
Actually Vernon polled 10 sec- 
onds to only five for Berra but 
the votes for third, fourth and 
so on gave Berra more points. 
Berra hit .297, drove in 108 runs 
and hit 27 homers. Vernon 
knocked in 116 runs, second to 
Rosen. 

Under the scoring system, a 
first-place vote counts 14 points 
with a drop to nine for second

In serious films, military characters in 
-battle-have to be neurotic or sadistic, arguing about socio- 
“Wy logical problems, escaping from something 

2 in the past, proving something or redeem- 
ing themselves. In Westerns and costume 
films, heroism is so flamboyant, casual and 
customary it makes little impression and 
is merely grist to provide action. How- 
ever, Roy Boulting, eminent British direc- 
tor, has thought an act of extraordinary 
heroism worth telling for itself alone. He has taken C. S. 
Forester’s novel, “Brown of the Resolution,” and made it 
into an absorbing and compelling cinema story, “SAILOR 
OF THE KING.” The film is at the AMBASSADOR. 

This tells of a Canadian seaman, Andrew Brown, 
on a British cruiser in World War II who is one 
of the two survivors picked up by the enemy when 
his ship is blown .out of the water by a German 
raider (Essen) whose guns outrange it by 5000 yards 
(the chase of three cruisers after the powerful raider will, 
of course, recall the Graf Spee episode.) When the German 
man o’ war puts in at a remote cove in the Galapagos Is- 
lands to repair a torpedo hit, Brown escapes to shore with 
a rifle and ammunition and makes a nuisance of himself 
picking off the workmen long enough to delay the German’s 
sailing a few hours and allowing another British cruiser to 
catch the Essen coming out and send it to the bottom. _ 

This is told simply and directly, without dramatic gild- 
ing, with some fine natural suspense, and with a great 
deal of honesty and evident authenticity (several cruisers 
of the Royal Navy were used for the sea battles.) The only 
romantic touch is a prelude which shows a passing, though 
sincere love affair, between the squadron commander and 
a Portsmouth young lady deeply interested in the navy tra- 
dition back in World War I. The implication, never spoken, 
is that Brown is the commander's illegitimate son, and it 
is given an ironic twist at the end. 

Jeffrey Hunter, an American actor, is accurately cast 
as the stalwart young Brown of bulldog courage. The other 
leading roles are in the capable hands of Michael] Rennie 
and Wendy Hiller. 

The co-feature is “VICKI,” a remake of “I Wake Up 
Screaming.” It traces in flashbacks the career of a lovely 
young model whose tendency to double-cross every man who 
has helped her to a meteoric career gets her bumped off 
just as she is about to take a plane to Hollywood. The 
White Way atmosphere, and the machinations of a guile- 
ful female are of interest, but the bounding of the hero 
by an obviously psychopathic detective Iteutenant is hard

We know much more these 
days about psychiatry than we 
used to know, and the schools 
are one of the areas in which 
our knowledge should be used. 
School children should be 
watched not only for physical 
ailments but for signs of any 
mental or emotional difficulties.

IT IS QUITE true that there 
are many boys and girls, when 
there are jobs to be had, who 
would rather leave school and 
be making money than stay in 
school following a curriculum 
which they find uninteresting, 
and which frequently they do 
not see is preparing them for 
a better job. That is due some- 
times to a lack of work with 
both parents and young people 
and lack of revision and exami- 
nation of the curriculum. There 
are children who will never go 
academically beyond a certain 
standard, either because of lack

South’s discovery that North 
had one ace and one king did 
not justify his grandslam effort; 
he should have been well satis- 
fied with a small-slam contract, 
especially since North had not 
indicated any heart support. 
However, with the 8-7 of trumps 
actually turning up in dummy, 
South’s optimism should have 
produced a high return. 


- West opened the diamond 
queen. South won with the king, 
drew the outstanding trumps, 
cashed the spade ace, then led 
to the spade king and hopefully 
ruffed a spade. If the spade 
suit had split 3-3 he would have 
been in the clear, but this break 
did not materialize, and he went. 
down two tricks. 

There were alternative lines 
of play in this hand—the line 
actually chosen, afd a ruff-out 
of South’s losing clubs. It was 
roughly 2 to 1 that spades would 
not break, but it was 14 to 1 that 
South could cash the ace and 
king of clubs without interfer- 
ence, and there was a 50-50 
chance that the defender who 
would be out of clubs on the 
third or fourth round of the 
suit would not be able to over- 
ruff dummy, i.e., would not hold 
the missing 10 of hearts. Obvi- 
ously, the “percentages” strong- 
ly favored the ruffing-out plan. 
South’s actual line of play would 
have been correct if dummy’s 
two trumps had been lower in 
rank than they were, but under 
the actual circumstances he se- 
lected the line requiring too 
much luck.
